Hint* From the Department of 


Justice

"T don't see how yon feed a family 


of five and pay so. little for! meat," said 
Mrs. Smith to Mrs. Jones who stood 
.just over the back' fence. For Mrs. 
Jones always served appetizing dishes 
of fresh meat, apparently in endless 
variety, and she never had big meat 
bills. * 


•Til show you how I do it,"-" said 


Mrs. Jones to Mrs. Smith. "H you 
come out here every day this week 
we'll compare notes and find out the 
way to reduce meat bills and yet live 
as well if not better than ever." 


Monday's morning conference at 


the back fence discussed Sunday din- 
ner which Zlrc. Jones had made from 
3% pounds of chuck beef, a little-oleo- 
margarine, seasoning, and trimmings 
prepared as pot roast The leftovers 
went into beef croquettes and were 
enough for Monday's dinner. 


"It cost me, at 20 cents a pound, 


just 70 cents for good meat for two 
meals for five people," said Mrs. 
Jones. 
• Tuesday's report showed a bill 
of 75 cents for three pounds of spare- 
ribs, out of which Mrs. Jones had pre- 
pared a full meal of sauerkraut and 
sparerjbs In this manner: 


She put spareribs in boning water 


salted with one-half tablespoonful of 
salt and cooked until meat began to 
separate from the bones. She removed 
and arranged on a platter, surrounded 
with border of sauerkraut, one cupful 
of which had been previously heated. 


On Wednesday Mrs. Jones described 


how she had fried a pound and a half 
of calf a liver, costing 60 cents with 
onions and celery: 


1% pounds calfs liver, 
4 tablespoonfuls oleomargarine, 
4 tablespoonfuls diced celery. 
4 tablespoonfuls onions cut up fine. 
Seasoning. 
She 'said: "I put four tablespoon- 


fuls of oleomargarine, four of diced 
celery, four of onions cut up fine and 
Reasoning into a pan; the liver 
.sauted in this sauce and served pip- 
ing hot. I saved the leftovers for 
creamed meat." 


On 
Thursday she 
had 
cooked 


chopped beef In a baking dish, two 
pounds of hamburger costing 32 cents. 
The leftover went into creamed meat 
enough for Friday. 


"It can't be done," exclaimed Mrs. 


Smith, but Mrs. Jones furnished proof 
in the form of these recipes: 


Chopped Beef. 


2 pounds hamburger ground, 
% cupful tomato relish, 
i 


% teaspoonful tabasco sane* 
1 can beets. 
Mix chopped beef 
with tomato! 


relish. 
Add tabasco sauce. 
Season 


well with salt and pepper. Put iutp! 
baking dish and bake two hours, bast- 
ing frequently with high quality of 
table sauce. 
Serve garnished with 


beets cut Into quarters. 


Creamed Meat. 


Add all leftovers together. Add one- 


half can pimentoes chopped, one green 
pepper and two and one-half cupfuls 
of white sauce made from flour, evap- 
orated milk, water, oleomargarine and 
seasoning. Serve on rounds of toast. 


Saturday's meal was prepared by 


Mrs. Jones out of two and one-half 
.pounds of flank steak for which she 
paid C5 cents, and which came on the 
table stuffed 
with bread crumbs, 


vegetables and seasoning. 


"Now," said Mrs. Jones, "let's add 


up and see what the week's meat sup- 
ply has cost" This was what she fig- 
ured:

sand dollars will be appropriated by

help Its veteran' ministers fight the 
high cost ol living, announces Rev. 
Walter Getty, secretary of the can- 
vass department of the' denomination, 
who-will lead the United Presbyterian

Thirty ministers are now being' 


cared for and getting an average of 
|250 a year. 
Sixty-one widows are 


getting an average allowance of $180 
a year, 30 widows with children are 
getting allowances of ?i25 and three 
orphans are getting allowances of 
$150. 


The schedule as announced by Rev. 


Getty for future relief calls for the 
appropriation of $52,050 which will 
provide grants of $400 each for 50 min- 
isters, $240 for 45 widows, $350 for 55 
•widows with children and $200 for 10 
orphans. There is now a yearly in- 
come of $20,150 to meet this schedule 
and the 
balance, for five years, 


$159,500 will be raised in the New 
World Movement campaign. 


An endowment fund of $200,000 will 


he raised during the campaign to pro- 
vide relief after the five year budget 
is expended. 
The pension fund of 


the 'church will be strengthened1 by 
the raising of a fund of $491,990. To 
benefit by the pension fund now a min- 
ister must enter at or before the age 
of 55 years and pay $78.61 yearly. Af- 
-ter 13 years he can cease payments 
and draw $100 a year. The strength- 
ening of the pension fund is for the 
purpose of adding $400 a year to these 
payments to veteran ministers.

.Numerous alleged abuses in gov- 


ernment publications, including army 
and navy .and 
other war service 


journals, are set out in the 
report. 


Many o'f these pnlilfea'tions, it says, 
to the 'league of nation,'the liquor 
w^re used -for propaganda TavoraMe 
interests and ollicers in charge. Ad- 
vertisements, the report asserts, in- 
cluded "get rich quick'1 oil specula- 
tions and political (propaganda im- 
proper in government publications. 


Another alleged atiuse of govern- 


ment funds, declared 'to exist by the 
report was printing of 30,144,:!fi2 
speeches of federal officials at an 
expense of .f442,'7!)8 to the govern- 
ment. Paper consumed totaled 1,- 
4.»1,000 pounds.
